This was part of a study re­ 
ported by the department
which included a segment of
ajl drug offenders arrested in 
1960, and their records for
the next five years.

The figures on marijuana
offense persons who went on
to involvement with heroin
was one out of seven for men
but only one out of 20 for
women. For persons arrested
in 1960 on dangerous drug
offenses, one out of 11 be­
come involved with heroin
within five veers.     

MORE THAN half of all
drug offenders arrested in
1963   53 per cent  were re-
arrested for some type oi
drug offense within the next
five years. For heroin offend­
ers, 72 per cent were rearrest­
ed, as compared with 45 per
cent of the original marijuana
offenders and 34 per cent of
the original dangerous drug
offenders.
